THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS. 


Replying to the address of the 
Xegina liberal association, the Hon. 


| A. G. Blair, minister of railw ays, said 
that the first problem confronting him 
in his department was the projected 
construction of a large railway. Ue 
had come out to see the country, to 
get acquainted with conditions. and to 
ascertain pubiic opinion on the ques- 
tion. He believed it was of more im- 
portance te know the people’s wishes 
than tc know the wishes of men who 
have charters and have already a large 
railway system. He said: I feel 
that the time has come for a new de- 
parture in the principle of railway 
building in Canada,—for the adoption 
of a principle founded on the true in- 
terest of the people, who have to pay 
for railway building. In any case 
their interest alone is to be considered 
in plans and methods of railway con- 
struction. He would cast no reflec- 
tion upon any existing corporation. 
i: Men are alike. They do not do bus- 
iness for their health. If the Angel 
Gabriel came down and organized 


a railway company we ; 
came possessed of « railway senate
